The following, reprinted by courtesy 
of “Mid-West Paper News”, appealed 
to your Rote Reporter: 


The World’s Young Giant 

It is necessary now and 
pause and observe where we, as a 
nation, came from and where we 
stand today. This Mr. St. Laurent 
did in a recent speech in Parliament 
when, thinking aloud, he sought to 
measure the nation’s strength. 

Looking back over the last 
years, which revolutionized Canada’s 
economy, the Prime Minister identi- 
fied the over-riding fact of this great 
change—production and the individual 
consumption of goods has increased 
fifty per cent. On the average, there- 
fore the individual Canadian is ‘ifty 
per cent better off than he was at the 
beginning of the last war. 

“There can be,” Mr. St. Laurent 
says in striking understatement, “few 
cases of a whole nation’s standard of 
living has increased so rapidly in such 
a brief period.” 

Moreover, “the increase has been 
a balanced and healthy increase. Farm 
income has trebled while farm debt 
has diminished quite substanially. 
Labor income has trebled. Our gross 
national product, that is the total 
value of all goods and services pro 
duced in the country, has tripled. Our 
foreign trade is nearly four times 
what it was in 1939. These gains are 
striking in themselves, and they are 
striking in comparison with what has 
happened in other countries.” 

Examining this progress in 
detailed terms, Mr. St. Laurent finds 
that, “we are today the third trader 
in the world in absolute terms. This 
may sound surprising but per capita 
we trade three times as much as they 
do in the Uuited States and twice as 
much as they do in the United King-

These figures, if they are ~ made 
good, will represent one of the most 
successful nations, materially speak- 
ing, in all history.

"My Very Own” 

“I never realized so clearly how 
necessary it is for a child to have 
things for his very own, until I read 
‘Spoonflandle’,” a parent said to a 
friend, “It is the story of an orphan 
boy, Donny Mitchell, who works for 
his board under the Welfare Board 
at an elderly widow's home, Mrs. Me- 
Kay. He gets into trouble stealing 
articles from stores. The reader's 
sympathies are with Donny, although 
the writer doesn't condone dishonesty. 
But the harm that is done to a child 
who has no possessions is clearly 
shown. 

In one chapter Ruth Moore wrote 
that the trouble with Donny was that 
he didn’t own anything, not even his 
own clothes which the Welfare lady 
supplied, And the boy was never 
asked what he would like to wear, 
nor was he ever given any spending 
money like the rest of the boys. Even 
the shotgun he used was not really 
his own, Mrs. MeKay was always 
reminding him that it belonged to 
her son Dave.

to be ashamed of but each child, once 
in a while, needs a brand new article 
that never belonged to anyone elye 
What pride a little girl can have in 
even a small addition to her wardrobe, 
such as new ribbons. A little boy can

be thrilled by new shoes or evei 
a pair of new socks with brightly 
striped borders. Each child should 


have his own hook on which to hang 
his clothes when he comes into the 
house, as every mother who struggles 
to keep her house tidy knows. 

Children need training in handling 
small sums of money of their own. 
The practice of giving each school- 
age child a small weekly allowance 
is very valuable. Older youngsters 
may supplement their funds by a 
paper route, baby sitting or other odd 
jobs after school. The boy or girl with 
an allowance and with the chance to 
earn a little money in leisure time 
is not apt to be tempted to lift small 
amounts of money or carry out petty 
dishonesties. 

Most children have their own play 
things and they should also have 
their own place in which to keep their 
things. If possible, encourage a child 
to put his treasures in his own room. 
Boxes, especially orange crates, can 
be painted in attractive colors and 
make fine containers for collections 
or a bookcase for a child’s own vol- 
umes. 

Last but not least, a child needs to 
feel secure in the knowledge that he 
has won a place of his very own in 
the affections of his chums and in the 
family circle. Mother may find her 
children’s chums track mud into the 
house and make the rooms untidy in 
their play but a child should have 
companions of his own age. 

A child must know that the arrival 
of u new baby does not cheat him out 
of his share of h‘s parent’s love 
Neither can anything he does destroy 
the place in his dad’s and his mother’s 
heart which belongs to him and to 
him alone.
